JESUS OUR 
PATTERN

“For even hereunto were ye called; 
because Christ also suffered for us, 
leaving us an example, that ye should 
follow his steps. Who did no sin, 
neither was guile found in his 
mouth.” 1 Pet. 2:21, 22. 

In cutting by a pattern, care must 
be taken to use the same pattern for 
marking or cutting all the rest. Cut- 
ting one and using it for a pattern 
for the next and so on would make 
considerable difference between the 
first and last one. Do you remember 
the old fashioned copy books with 
their beautiful designed words at the 
top of each page? We children were 
supposed to fill the page with care- 
fully written imitations of the copy 
at the top. You remember how we 
worked at the first one, then as we 
went on down the page, we kept look- 
ing at our last attempts, until the last 
words of the page did not look much 
like the original copy. Other copy 
books had a movable copy, so that it 
could be slipped down just above the 
writing line, then the original copy 
was in view each time, then our 
words at the bottom looked more 
like the original copy, because we 
used the same one for a copy each 
time. How true this principle is when 
applied to our moral and_ spiritual 
lives. The moment we get our eyes 
off Jesus and begin to follow someone 
else, we immediately get mixed with 
sin and imperfections. It is safe only 
to follow the One Perfect Pattern, Je- 
sus. Some may follow the Pattern all 
right for a while, but gradually on 
down the line, get their eyes off Je- 
sus and are consumed by their own 
lusts. 





The life we are living when Jesus 
comes or calls is what will count. 
When God told Moses to build the 
tabernacle, He said, “Be sure thou 
build according to the pattern, shown 
thee in the mount.” There is only 
one perfect pattern by which to shape 
our lives—the name that is above ev- 
ery other name, “Jesus.” 


~ Jesus went about doing good, and 
left us many examples to follow. He 
that saith he abideth in Him ought 
himself also to walk even as He walk- 
ed. Who did no sin, neither was guile 
found in his mouth. Friends it means 
something to follow Jesus. It is a fear- 
ful thing to fall into the hands of the 
living God. Jesus spent His life going 
about doing good, which was His mis- 
sion on earth. He was in all points 
tempted like as we are, yet without 
sin. Therefore He knows how to suc- 
cour those who are tempted. He left 
us an example by overcoming every 
temptation and coming out victori- 
ous. 


For what the law could not do, ir 
that it was weak through the flesh, 
God sending His own Son in the like- 
ness of sinful flesh, and for sin, con- 
demned sin in the flesh. God in Christ 
condemned sin, not by pronouncing 
against it merely as a judge, sitting 
on the judgment seat, but by coming 
and living in the flesh, in the likeness 
of sinful flesh and yet without sin- 
ning. In Christ, He demonstrated that 
it is possible by His grace and power 
to resist temptation, overcome sin, 
and live a sinless life. Jesus said, “I 
can of my ownself do nothing.” The 
words that I speak unto you I speak 
not of myself: but the father that 
dwelleth in me He doeth the works.” 
Through him, every one may have 
God dwelling in him and working in 
him to will and to do of his good 
Pleasure. Jesus did not come down 
from heaven to do His own will, but 
the will of the Father who sent Him. 
He was obedient to the Father. So 
obedience is what it will take to carry 
us through. Obedience is better than 
sacrifice, 

To follow Jesus, we must walk in 
the light by obeying the Bible. But 
if we walk in the light, as he is in 
the light, we have fellowship one with 
another and the blood of Jesus Christ 
his Son cleanseth us from all sin. 1

done, not ours. He says after this man- 
ner pray, “Our Father which art in 
heaven, hallowed be thy name, thy 
kingdom come, thy will be done in 
earth as it is in heaven.” ‘In earth’ 
means that His will be done in this 
temple of clay or body of ours. Jesus 
went out into the mountain to pray, 
and continued all night in prayer to 
God. In another place we find where 
Jesus prayed earnestly and His sweat 
was as it were great drops of blood. 
falling down to the ground. So when 
we get to earnestly agonizing with 
God, something will be done. Isaiah 
says, “When Zion travaileth she 
bringeth forth her children.” So we, 
as members of Zion (The Church of 
God) when we begin to earnestly 
pray and call upon God, people find 
their way to God. Prayer changes 
things. 

Jesus set us an example concerning 
baptism. “Then cometh Jesus from 
Galilee, to Jordan unto John to be 
baptized of him. But John forbade 
Him, saying, I have need to be bap 
tized of thee, and comest thou to me? 
And Jesus answering said unto him, 
Suffer it to be so now; for thus it be- 
cometh us to fulfill all righteousness.

He arose from the supper 
and laid aside His garments; and took 
a towel and girded Himself. He pour 
ed water into a basin and began to 
wash the disciples’ feet and to wipe 
them with the towel wherewith He 
was girded. Peter, at first, refused to 
let Jesus wash His feet. He told Peter, 
“If I wash thee not, thou hast no part 
with me.” So this will be the destiny 
of the ones who fail to obey and re- 
ject Christ’s teachings, So Peter got 
willing to obey the Lord and said, 
“Lord, not my feet only, but also my 
hands and my head.” Jesus said, “If 
I then, your Lord and Master have 
washed your feet; ye also ought to 
wash one another’s feet. So this in- 
cludes us today. 
Jesus, when he was reviled, reviled not 
again. When He suffered, He threat- 
ened not; but committed Himself to 
Him that judgeth righteously. When 
they crucified Jesus, He said, “Fath- 
er, forgive them; for they know not 
what they do.” So we should possess 
this same loving, gentle forgiving 
spirit that Jesus did. Let this mind 
be in you, which was also in Christ 
Jesus, who being in the form of God 
thought it not robbery to be equal 
with God. For ye know the grace of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, that though 
he was rich, yet for your sakes He 
became poor, that ye through his 
poverty might be rich. Therefore He 
is able also to save them to the utter 
most that come unto God by Him. 
Seeing He ever liveth to make inter- 
cessions for them. Jesus is a friend 
that sticketh closer than a brother. 
Jesus came into this world to seek 
and save that which was lost. Jesus 
is able to keep you from falling, and 
to present you faultless before the 
presence of His glory. with exceeding 
joy to the only wise God our Savior 
be glory and majesty, dominion and 
power, both now and forever. 

So to be obedient we must follow 
the one pattern—Jesus, who did no 
sin, neither was guile found in His 
mouth.
